Brighten Rooms — 
With Some Greens 
And Dabs Of Paint 


Almost any room in your home 
can be brightened considerably 
with very little effort or expense. 
A sure way to change the appear- 
ance of a room is with some plant- 
ed greens and a change of color. 

Greens are best on walls, near 
windows. You can plant them in 
a long box, or just a tiny pot, or 
even an old drinking glass with 
a coat of paint disguising its true 
nature. Small cans of paint in a 
myriad of colors can be bought at 
the neighborhood hardware store, 
and you don’t have to be an artist 
to use them. 

Another easy painting job which 
does wonders for the average room 
is to paint the door frames a new 
color, perhaps a shade which con- 
trasts with the walls, Window 
frames, too, can be transformed 
magically with color.
